CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

Dates are down to December 26, or two days later than re- 
ceived per French mail on the 4th inst. 

Accounts have been received from ‘Tientsin, via Chefoo, of a 
considerable fire, in which English imported goods were de- 
stroyed to the value of about £100,000. 

A new publication, called the Supreme Cowst and Consular 
Gazette, is announced for the 5th January, to be published 
weekly at the Recorder office. 

The following items are from the Recorder :— 

Beyond items of merely local interest, we have only one 
matter of importance to notice since the publication of our 
last issue, namely that a notification has been issued by Sir 
Rutherford Alcock respecting the residence of British subjects 
of Chinese descent in the interior of the country. This, the 
notification justly points out, is contrary to the provisions of 
the Treaty of Tientsin ; as according to that instrument no 
British subject can reside permanently in the interior. Though 
this is unquestionably a correct view as to the law of the 
question, it is generally regretted that these men are precluded 
from settling down in China, as their being able to do so forms 
one of the best means of assimilating the Chinese to European 
ideas, and breaking down many of those barriers which preju- 
dice on either side has raised up against a more extended inter- 
course between Europeans and Chinese. 

The Royal Asiatic Society held their usual monthly meeting 
on the 20th December, when the third portion of the Rev. S. 
R. Browne's translation of a Japanese manuscript, entitled the 
“ Annals of the Western Ocean,” was read to the meeting by 
the secretary ; and Mr. Alabaster read his notes upon the salt 
trade in China. After the latter a discussion ensued, and some 
interesting remarks were made by the president respecting the 
magnitude of the salt trade conducted at Chinkiang, and by 
Mr. J. G. Dunn upon the probability of salt paying as an import 
from foreign countries, should the Chinese ever see fit to take 
off the prohibition which now exists against the article. Mr. 
Dunn stated that the question was gone into some years ago, but 
in consequence of the damage which a cargo of salt did to a vessel 
by damping it, the rate of freight requisite was too high to admit 
of ships being laden in England with salt for China. Such a 
course, in fact, would unfit them for taking any other cargo 
than coal. It was observed by Mr. Alabaster that at a place 
called Foochow, in the Corea, salt could be obtained, that 
would lay down at the mouth of the Yangtsze at 4 cash per 
catty, which would sell, with payment of Government taxes, 
at 18 cash. An interesting extract from an old history of 
China was read to the meeting by Mr. Kingsmill. It was 
from a work written at the time the Manchus were overrun- 
ning China, and gave an interesting illustration of the manner 
in which the Chinese in those days called in the aid of tho 
Portuguese, in precisely the same manner as within the last 
three years they have had recourse to the aid_of other Eu- 
ropeans.

CORNELL UNIVERSITY 
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A meeting of the Society for the Relief of Destitute Foreigners 
was held on the 21st, when it was unanimously resolved by 
the three or four members who attended to wind it up. The 
finances were found to be in not the most satisfactory condition, 
a large sum being due to the hospital for sick men who had 
been sent there. The subject of providing some permanent 
and organised means of relieving destitution in the settlement 
is attracting attention, and it is under contemplation if possible 
to establish a species of alms house in connection with the 
Municipal Council. 

Information has been received from a native source that the 
Mahomedan rebels are giving great trouble to the Imperial 
forces, and that they have succeeded in capturing four important 
cities in the Kiangsi province, and from Hankow news has been 
received by steamer Fire Queen to the effect that the Nienfei 
rebels are approaching the city. At the date of the departure 
of the steamer, namely, the 20th inst., the rebels were stated 
to be about three hundred li away ; but the country people 
were flocking into the foreign settlement, and were in appre- 
hension of their rapid approach. 

The police have by energetic measures succeeded in capturing 
& man named Wilson, who is charged with having shot at and 
killed his companion Macgrath, while up the country in a boat. 
He was brought up before Sir Edmund Hornby at the Supreme 
Court on the 24th inat., and committed for trial. 

The Hankow Times of December 15 reports—“ On Saturday 
last, at about 7 p.m, a clerk of the Oustom House Bank was 
returning with some money he had been collecting, and when 
two doors off the bank threes men run upon him out of a lane, 
‘knocked ‘down the clerk, attacked the coolie carrying the 
mouey, wounded him in two places with some large knives 
they® carried, and escaped with the bag of money, 
containing about taels 160. The robbers were recog- 
nised as Cantonese by their clothing, but up to the present 
time no trace has been obtained of the actual robbers. 
Orders prohibiting the carrying of sycee in the streets after 
dusk are said to have been issued by the authorities, in canse- 
quence of the number of braves and other bad characters at 
present in Hankow.” 

In consequence of the general adoption in Shanghai of the 
local Chamber of Commerce Circular in lieu of outside market 
reports, the proprietors of the Commercial Record have deter- 
mined to discontinue its publication. The issue an Dec. 25 was 
therefore the last. 

We notice with pleasure that in spite of the gloom which for 
many months has prevailed in the commercial circles at 
Shanghai, the model settlement is keeping up its character for 
enterprise. Our advices report the launch of a steamer built 
for the Japanese Government and constructed by Messrs. Farn- 
ham and Co. of Hongque. She is |uo mere pleasure-boat, but 
is intended for rough service as a gun vessel, Her dimensions 
are length 102 feet, breadth 20 feet, depth 9 feet 6 inches. 
She is built throughout of oak, teak, and hacmatac, aud bears 
a free comparison with vessels of her size constructed in 
English dockyards. So decided a sign of vitality is not to be 
despised at a time when all are expecting bad news from the 
eastern settlements. 

FOOOCHOW, 

A correspondent writing from Foochow under date of the 
10th gives the following information respecting the dock which 
is being established under Messieurs Giquel and D’Aiguebelle, 
The establishment is to consist of a dock and a foundry, where 
steamers are to be made, and also a yard for the construction of 
the hulls. There is to be a school for shipbuilding and a naval 
school, each to have thirty students, who will have to com- 
mence learning a foreign language. Those in the former will 
be instructed in French, while the latter} will learn English, 
and will be under the management of Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans. I do not, therefore, see any room for the susceptibilities 
which have been evinced by some people, as there will not be 
any exclusiveness in the conduct of the matter. The Chinese 
authorities have been promised that in six years the students 
in shipbuilding shall be able to build:;a steamer, for which a 
plan is given to them, and to be able themselves to make plans 
for four more years. Four years is also the time stated to the 
Chinese authorities as requisite for the students in the naval 
school to become competent to navigate out at sea; and in 
six years they are expected to be able to take a vessel from 
port to port, and to require only one or two more years to 
complete their education. I do not think either of these anti- 


cipations unreasonable, as [the regulations of the schools will , 
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be very strict. Except upon holidays, the students will not b® 
allowed to absent themselves upon any pretext whatever. Th® 
steamers‘ which are to be built are transports of 600 ton8 
burden, carrying four or six guns, with engines of 150-horse 
power, and gunboats of 80-horse power. These, I understand 
from good authority, will be the species of vessel now most 
required by the Chinese. Everything seems to favour the un- 
dertaking. It has been warmly approved of in an Imperial 
edict, and a fund of Tig, 40,000 per month is to be set aside 
for its completion. As the Viceroy, who proposed the 
scheme, is to start for the Kansuh province, the ex footai of the 
Kiangse, by name Shu, a native of Fokien, has been specially 
appointed to look after the arrangementa, Mr. Giquel will 
leave for Europe by the next French mail. 

In spite of the presence of the Honan braves on the race- 
course, a chosen baud of trainers are, says the Advertiser, 
sticking vigorously to the ground. The course, however, is 
spoiled for the time, and no races can come off till the de- 
parture of the troops. It may be well to remove a misappre- 
hension that the occupation of the ground is due to any inten- 
tional thwarting of our programme for the races in December. 
These 5,000 soldiers are from Honan, and the Chinese authori- 
ties are obliged to locate them in their present quarters in order 
to prevent quarrels with the Tartar troops. They are as good 
specimens of Chinese soldiers as we have seen, and although 
they occasionally commit petty depredations on the Foochow 
shopkeepers, are generally civil and well behaved. They are 
worth a visit, but intending visitors should be warued by former 
experience in |Hankow that they have a special antipathy to 
“ bell toppers ” and beards. 

HONG KONG, 

Dates are down to the lst January. The latest mail from 
London, the 10th Nov., arrived on 27th Dec. with telegrams to 
the 25th Nov. from London. The Datly Press saya :—The 
impossibility of dealing freely in a public newspaper with 
the commercial rumours at present agitating the minds 
of men in this colony again arises. By the last mail 
formal intelligence wag received of what was already well 
known, the dishonour of certain bills drawn by Messrs. 
Dent and Co., on Dent, Palmer and Co., of London. The 
London papers, which in dealing with this matter put 
the worst interpretation on what has taken place, appear to be 
writing altogether in the dark. All that can here be said is 
that there is probably something behind what is visible at the 
first glance in connection with this matter. That bills of an 
amount in comparison so trivial as those here in question should 
be the subject of a serious breach between firms like Dent and 
Co. and Dent, Palmer, and Co. is not readily believed in China, 
As for matters disconnected with this affair, it is only possible 
to deal with them generally by saying that confidence is severely 
shaken, and that the worst of the crisis may yet be to come. 

Whether or not the Stamp Act is destined to come into 
operation, the year 1867 will be one of great financial embarrass- 
ment for the Government of Hong Kong. The colony enters 
the year in debt. It is already reported about the town that 
the Governor has on his own responsibility borrowed a lakh of 
dollars from ove of the banks. 

The first mercantile changes at the end of the year announced 
are the following :-—

The following items are from the China Mai -—~ 

Locally the week has been a quiet one, nothing of a startling 
nature having occurred to break the monotony of colonial life. 
The Harbour and Coasts Ordinance and the Registration Ordi- 
nance become law this day. A proclamation has been issued 
by the Governor to the effect that the capital of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, subscribed for by deed, is five million 
dollars, and that more than one-half of such capital has been 
paid up. A resolution has been passed at a meeting of the 
Executive Council on the 12th, that till farther notice the 
seignorage charge for minting at the Hong Kong Royal Mint be 
reduced from 2 to | per cent. 

We observe that the Hong Kong Hotel Company have at 
length commenced operations in good earnest, and the house 
formerly occupied by Messrs. Dent and Co. will shortly be 
completed for the reception of guests, .As a general boon to 
the colony the public will be glad to learn of the vitality of 
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the company, and further that its prospects are highly en- 
couraging to those interested in it. It is expected that accom- 
modation for about thirty people will be available in about a 
month or six weeks, and the many single men now seeking for 
an establishment combining the advantages of an hotel and 
private boarding house will then have an opportunity of forming 
an opinion of the organisation of the new hotel. 

The examination of the scholars at St. Saviour’s School came 
off with great eclat the week before last, his Excellency the 
Governor distributing the prizes. 

The Rev. C. F. Warren is appointed to officiate as Acting- 
Colonial Chaplain, vice the Rev. J. Wilson, from the 5th, until 
further notice. 

J. C. Whyte, Esq., at present one of the police magistrates 
in this colony, which post we are informed he is shortly about 
to resign, was admitted, on introduction by the Attorney-Gene- 
ral, a member of the Hong Kong bar by the Chief Justice. Mr. 
Whyte, we believe, is a member of the Queen’s College, Dublin. 

With reference to the prosecution for libel against the 
Editor of the Evening Mal, the Attorney-General, at the ter- 
mination of the criminal business before the Court, addressed 
the Judge, and stated that as the above was a case of some 
public interest he was desirous, without expressing his opinion 
either upon the legal points involved or upon the merits, to 
which he had given very great consideration, to mention that 
having regard to the nature of the case, and to the ciroum- 
stance that upon an ordinary information the defendant’s mouth 
is sealed, and he is unable by the rules of criminal procedure 
personally to give evidence in his defence, he had come to the 
conclusion that the ends of justice, as well as the interests of 
the public, so far as they may be involved in the case, would be 
better served by leaving the complainant to seek his remedy by 
a. less oppressive mode of proceeding than by a criminal infor- 
mation, by civil action for damages either in the Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction or in the Supreme Court, where both 
parties are equally entitled to step into the witness box. His 
Honour the Chief Justice also thought that as a general rule a 
criminal information was hard upon a defendant, more especially 
when he was the editor ofa paper, and the person affected a 
private individual, and unless the libel complained of was grossly 
outrageous, or did not affect the public welfare. His Honour 
thought the procedure objected to by the Attorney-General was 
oppressive, and expressed his opinion that the honourable and 
learned prosecutor for the Crown had exercised a very wise 
discretion indeed in the matter. 

It will occasion some surprise and much regret among the 
public of China and the East, to learn that the connection 
with Hong Kong of the Rev. Dr. Legge, the well-known 
Sinalogue, and whose name has become a household word in 
the colony, will shortly terminate. A short time ago a circular 
was issued stating that the rev. gentleman was desirous of 
being relieved of the charge of the Union Church, owing to the 
pressure of other duties, and in view of his departure for 
Europe at no distant day. Under these circumstances it became 
necessary to make provision for a successor, and a meeting of the 
congregation was held, at which certain arrangements were entered 
into, and the committee of management felt authorised to commu- 
nicate definitely and satisfactorily with the London Missionary 
Society. It appears that the society have anticipated the action of 
the Committee. On Sunday week Dr. Legge intimated from 
the pulpit that before the resolution of the congregation could 
have reached home, the society had despatched the Rev. D. B. 
Morris, who might be expected in the course of a month, to 
take entire charge of the church. Dr. Legge remarked that it 
would afford him infinite pleasure if in ® few weeks he ended 
his long direct pastoral connection with the church in the know- 
ledge that satisfactory financial arrangements for his successor 
were complete. There was still a deficiency in the amount to 
guarantee. A few gentlemen had offered to accept the responsibi- 
lity, but he felt that the privilege of supporting their minister 

‘should be shared by the congregation, and he hoped it would 
be recognised. 

Her Majesty’s gunboat Banterer proceeded to Aberdeen and 
back on a trial trip. She left her moorings at ten minutes 
before two P.M. and arrived at Aberdeen at three o’clock. Here 
the inspector of mackinery, Mr. Oliver, came on board, and 
returned in the Banterer to Hong Kong ; he expressed himself 
much pleased at the speed which she averaged, namely seven 
knots. The Banterer accomplished the return journey in 
exactly fifty minutes. She has lately undergone a thorough 


Overhaul and repair, and ia now reported fit for active service. | 
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A sad affair occurred on Saturday morning, the 29th inst., 
near the Bogue, where a heavily armed junk was overhauled 
by the Cantoh Customs’ steamer Haiching, in consequence of 
information that she had smuggled opium on board. On a. 
boat proceeding towards the junk from the steamer no resist- 
ance was threatened until the boat was alongside, when a 
volley of musketry was poured into it, injuring most seriously 


the European about to board the junk, as also the Chinese in 
the boat. 


The wounded man, Mr. Brown, was carried back to 
Cauton, where he now lies under medical care. The Haiching 


is said to have received several shots from the junk also. 


The expedition fitted out by the Governor of _Kwang-tung to 


operate against the piratical stronghold of Chu-choong, on the 


West Coast, left Canton on the 30th Dec., witha very power- 
ful display of banners and gaily attired troops. The Sir 


Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy has been chartered to convey troops. and 


stores, as has also the Cumfa. About sixty heavily armed 


junks and rowing gunboats without number constitute the main 


body of the expedition. 

We observe that in the last number of our Chinese contem- 
porary, published at Canton, under the superintendence of Dr. 
Kerr, there is a drawing of the Atlantic Cable, in length and 
sections, together with various particulars respecting it. We 
should like to see a larger sheet issued, giving information to 
the Chinese on similar subjects of interest, but are aware that 
the difficulties which beset the path of any who conduct a 
Chinese newspaper render it almost impossible to carry out the 
idea as fully as could be wished. 

The Missionary Recorder is the name of a new paper, the 
first number of which is dated January, 1867, and the publi- 
cation of which is to be continued monthly. As its name 
implies, it is intended to be chiefly a record of missionary work . 
The matter in the first number —4 pp. royal folio—is very 
interesting, and the typography is excellent. We wish our new 
contemporary success in the highly useful field of labour upon 
which it has entered. 

The following has been sent us from Macao, being an extract - 
from an article in the Echo do Povo :— “It appears that we are 
going to have electric telegraph in Macao as well as our neigh- 
bours of Hong Kong, and it seems also that it is intended to 
lay an electric cable between Hong Kong and Manila. The 
well known Dr. McGowan, the American Telegraphic Commis- 
sioner, has had, not long since, a conference with our Governor 
and also with Dom Sinibaldo de Mas, the Spanish Plenipoten- 
tiary, and with the Consul-General for Spain, Dom Aguilar, 
about his telegraphic schemes. Dr. Mc(sowan proposes to join the 
ports of Hong Kong and Macao directly by means of a submarine 
cable, or indirectly and via Canton by means of ‘poles and wires. 
The submarine cable offers more guarantees of durability and has 
less danger of interruption, but the indirect line gives the 
advantage of placing Macao in instantaneous communication 
with the city of Canton and the neigbouring towns. If poles 
and wires can be relied on, it would certainly be preferable to 
the indirect line, as it is less expensive and more useful in its 
results. His Excellency the Governor Ponte e Horta informed 
Dr. MacGowan that he will ask our Government to assist the 
enterprise, and it is to be hoped that the: Home Government 
will render all the necessary assistance to carry out the under- 
taking. We hear also that Dr. MacGowan has already entered 
into communication with the Governor-General of the Phillippine 
Islands to lay a cable between Hong Kong and the northern 
point of the Island of Luzon. The Manila Government encou- 
raged Dr. MacGowan to lay his proposal before the Spanish 
Government of Madrid. It is now unquestionable that Dr. 
MacGowan is determined to bring forward his schemes, and it 
is to be hoped that the Yankee tenacity will attain the desired 
object.” 

The Daily Press has the following remarks on the conduct 
of the soldiers at the late fire at Yokohama :— 

“ All who have read the accounts in the Japanese papers of 
the behaviour of tke soldiers at the great Yokohama fire must 
be pained at the absence of any indications of an intention on 
the part of the military chiefs to institute a searching investi- 
gation into the truth of the charges which have been made, 
Col. Knox has written to the Japan T'imes giving a vague denial of 
the statementsthat had been made, andrepresenting that the men 
had been perfectly well in hand and altogether innocent of the 
offences imputed tothem. Forthwith the gentleman who wrote 
the long and interesting account of fire in the paper we have 
named, wrote a letter signed with his ‘own name, describing 
minutely the acts of which he spoke in the first accounts aud 
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mentioning the places where they occurred, and witnesses who 
can give evidence about them. These acts would be 
crimes if committed by street vagabonds; thé excitement 
of the fire would be no excuse if the men charged with 
them were of the roughest sort, but committed by British 
soldiers they are utterly horrible, and scarcely any pupish- 
ment would be too severe for men who really acted 
in the way described. The honour of the regiments at 
Yokohama generally as much as the interest of civilians, 
renders a strict investigation into this matter an imperative 
duty on the part of the military authorities. Surely they, 
more than anyone else, must wish to root out from the Queen’s 
army men so lost to all soldierly, to all manly feelings as to take 
advantage of the confusion incidental to a public calamity to 
inflict outrages on the person and property of those interests 
they were bound by military duty and every gererous feeling 
which can animate honest men to protect even at the risk of 
their lives. If these things have been done those who would 
be most deeply wronged if they are passed over in silence 
would be the men of the 9th themselves, forced to remain in 
association with the guilty ruffians.” 


THE HAVANA COOLIE TRADE. 
The China Maz has the following figures, which answer con- 
clusively the questions as to why the trade is kept up :— 


PROFITABLE INVESTMENT. 
Now that so much is said about the profits of those employed in ship- 
ping and transporting Chinese emigrants from this coast to other parts of 
the world, it may be interesting to compare the profits derivable from bona 
Jide African slave dealing with those arising from a participation in the 
Pventhioptc efforts of the present day to introduce free Chinese 
abourers into the American Continent. We therefore copy below a 
document for the bona fides of which we can vouch :—

with 217 Bozales (1856).

The average cost of Chinese coolies ,from the date of their 
engagement to their arrival at their destination is, as we showed 
in our last overland edition, $165 per head, which includes 
“ Consular fees,” “ clothing,” &c. ; 217 coolies would therefore 
cost $35,805 from China to Havana, against $18,601 54c, for 
the same number of Africans from the Coast to Havana (we 
except the items marked* in both cases). The gross profits of 
the slaving voyage aro thus raised to $60,040 0O8c., out of 
which the working expenses of the vessel have to be paid ; 
the purchase of the vessel does not affect the question, as in 
the example above given she was sold for more than her cost. 
The average profit of an emigration voyage from China to 
Havana is about $110 for men and $130 for women. 
A cargo of emigrants consisting of 200 men and 17 
females] would therefore yield $24,210, which compares but 
poorly with the $60,040 profit on slave cargo. But it must be 
recollected thet the philanthropic Ckinamen, who in the first 
place induce the coolies to emigrate for their own and their 


country’s good, receive about $45 per head in recognition of 


the active benevolence they have displayed ; or for 217 coolies 
say 39,765. ‘Slave dealers are exempt from these charges, 
which, if remitted, would increase the profit of a coolie emi_

grant ship to $33,975. The distance between China and the 
West Coast of Africa is, however, much more than half that 
from the first-named country to the Havana. So that, taken 
proportionally, the coolie emigrant ship may be said to yield 
a larger return to its charterers than a slave ship. What an 
encouragement to philanthropy in China! To know that you 
are benefiting 217 of your fellow creatures is in itself a 
glorious reward, but self satisfaction plus twenty-five thousand 
dollars, as a tangible evidence of the good you have done, must 
be irresistible. No wonder coolie “ emigration ” is flourishing 
at Macao |! 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. . 

We have been favoured with a copy of the Budget of the 
Public Works Department for 1867-68, wherein is set forth 
at length the proposed expenditure for that period, amounting 
in all to Rs. 375,000. Owing, however, to the pending transfer 
from the Government of India to the Colonial-office no assign- 
ment of the funds has been made by the Supreme Government, 
and the budget under notice has therefore been framed upon 
an estimated expenditure, being the averege of the outgoings 
for the past four or five years. The appropriations are as 
follows :—

Among the items on which it is proposed to spend the above 
sum, we notice a Government-house for Singapore, which has 
long been a want much felt by the settlement. The official 
report on the subject remarks :— 

“The need of a Government-house has long been admitted 
by the Government of India, and some years back a sum was 
sanctioned for a suitable residence for the ‘chief civil authority 
of these settlements, but the site which had been selected was 
eventually required for military purposes, and the work was 
consequently discontinued. Although the subject has been 
since frequently urged for the Government of India, the requisite 
sanction hasbeen delayed, pending orders on the transfer of 
the Straits to the charge of the Colonial-office. The presert 
residence of the Governor is a hired building, which is by no 
means suitable as regards accommodation, whilst the monthly 
rental is very high, and forms a heavy tax on the local revenues. 
As a matter of economy, therefore, it is strongly recommended 
that the proposed expenditure be authorised. ’

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


Tga.—Canton.—Country Congous, farther arrivals, but no offers or 
settlements; nor in country Greens. The settlements of Scented Orange 
Pekoes and Scented Capers have been 7,000 boxes, at 15 to 28 taels. 

Amoy.—Since the last report the market has been very quiet, and settle- 
ments reported are only 1,827 packages Oolong, principally Common 
Cargo Teas, on which there appears a decline of quite $1 to $1.50. Only 
trifling supplies are reported during the remainder of the season, and the 
stock on offer comprises about 3,000 half-chests Oolong; 5,000 half- 
chests Common Mixed Ankoi, and 2,000 half-chests Common Ankoi kinds, 
besides about 1,000 packages Tea packed for Singapore. Congous.—The 
market may be considered closed for the season. 

Foocnow.—Congou: Businees for the fortnight has been on so limited 
a scale that no change in prices can be noticed, though the few purchases 
made have been on rather easier terms. Further arrivals are not expected 
to exceed 15,000 to 20,000 chests; they are at present retarded by the 
very low state of the river. Oolong: Large settlements bave been made 
for New York at about former prices. The settlements reported amount 
to 3,324 chests and 843 half-chests at tls. 6.5 to 29.5, say 309 chests and 
292 half-chests at tls. 6.5 to 11 for dust and broken leaf, 1,003 chests and 
881 half-chests at tls. 12 to 14.5 for common to good common, and 2,012 
chests and 170 half-chests at tls. 15.5 to 19.5 for flavory to good flavory. 
Souchong: Fair to good, 805 chests at tls. 18 to 28. Pekoe: Fair to 
good mixed leaf, 220 cheats at tls. 22 to 26. Oolong: Common to fair 
cargo, 21,003 half-chests at tls. 17.7.5 to 22. Good cargo, 2,000 half- 
chests at tls. 23 to 26. 

SHANGHAL—Black Teas: A moderate business only has been done.

one tael on the previous rates. Latterly, however, this has been lost, and the 
market closes firm at quotations. Foreign holders have mostly transshipped 
their teas on arrival), and the stock is now reduced to 15,000 chests of all 
descriptions. Settlements for the fortnight have been as follows :—12,000 
chests common to fair Hlohow and Oonam, at 144 to 19 taels per picul ; 
common to good Ningchow and Oopack, at 20 to 234 tls. per picul ; 
one chop fine (first crop) Ningchow, at 29 tls. per picul. Green 
Teas: The demand for these has been more general, and an unusu- 
ally large business has been done. Fine and finest teas have fully 
maintained their previous value, but a further decline of nearly two taels 
has been established on the common and medium kinds, of which the bulk 
of the stock now consists. It is expected that future arrivals this season, 
jucluding the present stocks at Kiukiang and Ningpo, will not exceed 
50,000 packages. Supplies have come in freely during the fortnight, and 
the stock left is still estimated at about 40,000 packages. Settlement has 
been as follows : Common Fychow at 26 to 28 taels; medium Fychow and 
va daa at 33 to 36 taels; tine to finest Moyune and Tecnkai at 39 to 46 
taels. 

Hankow.—One chop fair Oonam had been settled at 16.5.0 taels, and 
4,000 packages common. Qonam purchased on Russian account or bar- 
tered ayainst goods at 13.7.5 taels, or about previous rates. The Oopack 
kinds are still held above the ideas of buyers, 330 chests had been shipped 
on native account. 

Kiuk1ANG.—Black Teas, no business had been dono in the market, but 
2,000 packages had gone forward on native account. The stock was re- 
duced to 1,6U0 chests, and little or nothing was expected from the interior. 
Green Teas, only 2,000 half-chests had been sold; medium Moyunes at 
31 to 354 taels, rates which though showing a decline of one tael were 
still above the Shanghai parity. The natives had preferred shipping their 
fine Teas to Shanghai, 10,006 packages having gone forward during the 
fortnight. Thestock was reduced to 13,000 half-chests, and about 10,000 
more were expected to complete the season’s supply. 

Yokouama.—The Tea market remains quiet, and the small business 
that has been done has been confined to two or three buyers, who have 
been operating about equally for New York and San Francisco. The 
advices received by the French mail, however, are not calculated to en- 
courage buyers, as the New York market is reported dull and lower, with 
a heavy stock, which is hard to move except in retail quantities. In this 
market fine Tea cannot be quoted lower, but for the lower grades a decline 
of $1 to $2 per picul has been submitted to. Settlements are estimated 
at 2,650 piculs. Quotations and stocks stand as fullows :—Good Common, 
$18 to $25 to 700 piculs; Medium, $30 to $32 to 4,000 piculs; Good 
ae $33 to $34 to 3,0UU piculs; Fine tu Finest, $34 to $45 to 2,800 
piculs, 

Raw Si.k.—Canton.—Operations for the European market appear to 
have subsided, the settlements reported being for either the American or 
Indian markets. (Quotations remain as last advised, and the same re- 
mark applies to stocks. Limited arrivals continue to occur, but the season 
may now be considered virtually closed as far ay the country is cuncerned. 

SHANGUAI.—The enhanced prices shown by the table of quotations at 
foot do not strictly indicate the extent to which rates have advanced, see- 
ing that the deterioration in the quality and size of the bulk of the silk 
going forward by this mail has not been sufficiently considered by pur- 
chasers. Barter and other unquotable transactions have nearly cleared 
the market of the doubtful portion of the stocks, and the China silk sea- 
son may be said to have nearly closed, as it did at the same period last 
year, after which the shipments were very insignificant. The dealers ap- 
pear to think that no more than 3,000 bales, at most, will be brought 
down from the country during the remainder of the season, and that the 
Chinese New Year (Sth February) will terminate the supplies. The quo- 
tations are: — Tsatlees, Chops No. 1, tls. 620 to 635 per picul; 2, tls. 600 
to 615; 3, tls. 580 to 595; Market 3, tls. 540 to 560; 4, tle. 510 to 535; 
5 and com., tls. 470 to 500. Taysaams, Chops No. 1, tls. 515 to 535; 
2, tls. 495 to 505; 3, tls. 456 to 475. 

Yokouama.—A steady demand and extreme prices having hitherto 
failed to draw to this market a fair supply of the finer sorts in the several 
descriptions of silk, it may probably be inferred that they will continue 
scarce till the end of the season. However, although unusually large 
quantities were rejected after inspection, the settlements of the fortnight 
amount to 800 piculs. They consist of about 650 piculs of Hank silk 
and Oshio of the medium and inferior grades and 150 piculs of Coshio Ida, 
Echizen and Sodai. Prices have been very firm throughout the fortnight ; 
but the news brought here on the 18th inst. by the French mail of the 
19th October having checked business to some extent, and the unsold 
stock being now large, say about 750 to 800 picals, it may be expected 
that holders will submit to some reduction. Mybash and Sincuh, best, 
$910 to $960 per pcl.; ditto, medium, $850 to $900 per pel.; ditto, in- 
ferior, $740 to $820 per pel. ; Ida, best, none; ditto, medium, none; ditto, 
inferior, $750 to $790. 

DruGs AND OTHER Exports.—Canton.—Cassia Lignea remains no- 
minally at $19-50, there are no stocks at present, and supplies from the 
interior during the next month cannot but be small. Cassia Buds $43, 
stocks 100 piculs, no change. China Galls are rather lower, 100 piculs 
have been quitted, and the remaining 60 piculs may be had at $13-50. 
Galangal is without any alteration, and worth only $1.80, with a stock 
of 300 piculs. China root, 3-50 to $3-75; Vermillion, $39 per box of 50 
Gatties ; Rhubarb, no transactions, and only poor qualities on offer. Essen- 
tial Oils are here. 

Campuor.—Hone Konc.—A further quantity of over 2,000 piculs 
arrived from Formosa, and the holders asking $30 per picul; no trans- 
action took place in the early part of the fortnight. Since, however, the 
holders have accepted lower prices, and 350 piculs have been sold at 
$28.75 per picul, and 150 piculs at $28.53 per picul unpacked, at which 
the remainder is held. Stock about 2,300 piculs. 

_Ciwisa GRaAss,—SHANGHAL-—Transactions trifling, and confined to 
Chinese. Stock remains very small, and best quality almost entirely 
wanting. Prices are nominally the same as last quoted. No. 1 White, 
tls. 15, none; No. 2 White, tls. 1.0.0 to 14.0.0; iNo, 3 inferior, tls. 11.0.0 
to 12.0.0; Green and common, tls. 9.5.0 to 10.0.0. From Hankow no 
hange is reported in the position of the article. 
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Corros.—AMoy.—Consumption does not appear to be going on at all 
satisfactorily, Sales reported are only 80 bales pressed Tientsin at $223 
and 112 bales Shanghai at 424}. Stock, 3,721 bales, of which 3,000 bales 
ure in the hands of Chinese. We quote New Shanghai Staple £23} to 
2b. Old, $22 to 23; New Ningpo Staple, $26 to 27; Old, $254 to $26 ; 
Tientsin $214 to 22}; Chefoo, 224 to 244; Bengal, $19 to 21. 

SHANGHAI. —The demand for Japan having fallen off, medium qualities 
have declined in value about 40 candareens per picul ¢ best staple, however, 
being small in stock, and continuing in demand for Ifankow, has advanced 
in value, and cannot be purchased under taels 16.5.0 to 17.0.0 per picul. 

Hankow.—Supplies have again been considerable. Salea by native im- 
porters have been large, and there is still a fair demand. Best Shanghai, 
clean and dry, can be disposed of at taels 18.50 to 19. Tung-chow, being 
in small stock, is inquired for at taels 2U to 2U.50 for best staple. For 
Tientsin there is no demand. 





CHINA AND JAPAN—IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 

Considering the advanced stage of the season, and the interruption 
during the past fortnight occasioned by the Christmas holidays, business 
in manufactures, though very far from being active, or even satisfactory , 
still shows @ respectable total. Prices have been governed entirely by the 
law of supply and demand, and there has been apparent the same cautious 
policy and disinclination to purchase beyond the exigencies of the moment, 
that has been so conspicuous a feature in the markets for some time back. 
Among the natives this is perhaps due, more especially at the present 
time, from a reluctance on their part in view of the near approach of 
their new year, to make any new contracts beyond immediate necessities, 
while among the other members of the mercantile community there is 
prevalent a gencral feeling more or less of distrust and want of confidence 
that much retards the easy movement of business, and causes every one 
to look upon his neighbour with more or leas suspicion. It is to be hoped 
that this latter will soon be dispelled, but in view of the former no very 
great amount of business can be looked for until after the middle of Feb- 
ruary, when the Chinese will have made their yearly settlements among 
themselves, and be in a position to begin business upon a new basis as it 
were. The large destruction of goods by the fire at Yokohama has 
had rather a stimulating effect upon the market for manufactures, 
and in all some 30,000 pieces 8.4 Grey Shirtings have been sent thither, 
including 19,000 pieces noticed in the last report. The steamer Indore 
has been chartered and has sailed for that port. The Chusan from London 
August 1st and the Sea Belle are the only arrivals during the fortnight 
with manufactured imports. The larger part of their cargoes consists of 
Plain Cottons, Dyed Cotton, and Prints, and Cotton Yarn, much of the 
last article having already been sold “to arrive.” Grey Shirtings are 
without any material change in price; some small lots of 8.4 have sold as 
high as 73.65 among the Chinese, but the ruling price has been $3.60 and 
the largest quantity has been for the Japan market. The movement com- 
prises 9,500 pieces 8.4 at $3.60 and 2,500 pieces 7 Ibs. at $3.30 to $3.35. 
Rather an important feature is the absence of anv sales in White Shirtings 
during the fortnight, a fact that has not occurred before during the year. 
The stock of T-Cloths is small and entirely in the hands of two houses, 
who have demand-d $3.25 for their goods, but have been induced to 
accept lower figures. The sales consist of 4,009 pieces 7 Ibs. at 
$3.18 to $3.20, and 5,000 pieces 6 Ibs. at 42.50, a slight advance upon 
la-t quotations. Cotton Yarn has been in request, but the quantity 
in the market is small, more especially of the favourite counts, and much 
has been sold to arrive. The sales of the fortnight enbrace 147 bales 
16.24 at 4140 to $195; 26 bales 28.32 at $190 to 4200; 50 bales 38.42 at 
$230 to $250. The market for fancy goods is quite dull, but prices are 
steady. The sales embrace 1000 pieces Chintzs at $2.60 to $2.75, 
and 500 pieces Brocades at $4.00 to $5.25, and 750 pes. Turkey Reds at 
$3.75. Of this last stocks are quite light, and holders are asking advanced 
prices. Woollens are in better demand than at the date of last report, and 
although prices are without alteration the amount of business has been in 
excess of that last noted. Sales for the period under review are 240 
pieces assorted Spanish Stripes at 85 cents to $1, 480 pieces HH Long 
Ells at $10, 640 pieces SS Camlets at $20.50, and 340 pieces Lastings at 
$18 to $18.50. In Metals, Iron has engaged the principal attention, the 
demand having been quite active, and prices slightly better. The move- 
ment comprises 8780 picals Nail Rod at $3.28 to $3.314, and 1420 piculs 
small Round Rod $3.21 to $3.37. Other Metals have been quite neglected 
except Quieksilver, of which a sale of 80 flasks is noted at $67.25, a slight 
decline from last quotations. 

CANTON. 

There is no change to report inthe market. Lead maintains a firm 
position, but there are large quantities on offer, so that no material im- 
provement can be expected for the present. 500 piculs of common and 
150 piculs of W.B. have been settled at $6.65 to $6.75 for the first kind, 
and $7 to $7.05 for the latter. 9290 piculs remain on hand. 300 flasks 
of Quicksilver have been sold at $72 to $73, and 200 flasks remain on 
the market. 

AMOY. 

Cotton Yarn has declined to $69 for fair 16 to 24’s with no inquiry; 
stock 105 bales. Grey Shirtings, a sale of 1000 pieces damaged 8} Ibs. 
has been made at $3.40 to $3.60, 7 lbs. is quoted at $3.20 to $3.30, 84 Ibs. 
at $3.80 ; stock 4400 pieces. T.Cloths, 1400 pieces have been sold at $2.80 
for 6 lbs., and $3.30 for 7 Ibs.—these are latest quotations; stock 1,100 
pieces. White Shirtings, no sales, 60 reed quoted at $3.60, 64 and 66 reed 
at $4.10 to $4.40; stock 2,250 pieces. Quotations for other goods, of 
which no sales have been made, are as under :—White Brocades, $5, Dyed 
Brocades $5.70, IT. R. Cambrics $3.60 to $4.10, Camlets $22 to $23, 
Long Ells $8.50 to $11.50, Spanish Stripes $1 to $1.10 per yard. Metals, 
Tin, sales of 376 slabs at $23.70 ; stock 2566 slabs. Lead $6.90 to $7.20; 
no stock. Quicksilver $72.50. Nail Kod Iron $3.20 to $3.60. 

SHANGHAL, 

But a limited business has been transacted during the past two weeks, 
and arevival of demand is not looked for until after the Chinese new 
year, which falls on Feb. 5 next. Quotations for Grey Shirtings exhibit 
no change, but sales have been more difficult to effect at Jast mail’s rates. 
For White Shirtings the market is depressed. T-Cloths are not much in- 
quired for, but prices are steady. Black Velvets are in good demand at 
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enhanced value. Turkey Reds are asked for at last quotations. Spanish 
Stripes continue difficult to move. Camlets, with the exception of black, 
which have been in demand for Japan, are very slow of sale. Scarlet 
Long Ells have been inquired for at last quotations, but assorted have 
met with little attention. Lastings have not found any buyers, even at 
the quotations. For Nail Rod Iron there has been a small inquiry at pre- 
vious rates. Lead has been dull of sale. Quicksilver has further declined 
in value tls.

HANKOW. 

Business in Manchester goods has been less active. Owing to tightness 
in the native money market and several fires in the native city, importers 
are more cautious in making sales unless to first-class dealers, while, on 
the other hand, the reports of an approach of the Neinfei, who are now 
supposed to be on the borders of this (Oopeh) province, has farther in- 
terfered with trade, preventing the dealers buying more than their actual 
preseat requirements. Notwithstanding these drawbacks, prices of sea- 
sonable cotton goods have been fairly maintained, and in some instances 
can be called firmer. Woollens remain depressed ; Worsteds have been 
more inquired after, while fancy cotton and woollen mixtures have been 
in good demand. Grey Shirtings: Sales of good makes of 8 lbs. 4.6 oz. 
have again been made on a fair scale at last quotations ; heavier goods are 
not quite so firm, but 74. lbs are five candareens per piece higher. White 
Shirtings: There has been a small demand for the Szechuen markets, 64 
to 68 reeds being moet inquired after; a further advance of 1 mace per 
plece can be quoted for these qualities. T-Cloths, the few sales made have 
been chiefly of 7 to 74 Ibs. goods, on which an advance of 1 mace per piece 
on last quotation has been obtained. Drills, American cargo has only 
declined about 1 mace per piece, whilst importers of English and Dutch 
cloth have made forced sales as low as Tis. 4.30; best makes and well- 
known chops are still worth Tls. 4.50 to 4.60 per piece. Dyed Spots, Bro- 
cades, and Damasks, there has been little done; the season for these goods 
being now nearly over, quotations are almost nominal. Chintz, thedemand 
has fallen off, and sales are difficult to make unless for choice patterns. 
Camlets have met with a little inquiry, but sales are still limited 
even at a reduction of 3 to 5 mace per piece on last quotations. Long 
Ells have passed off more freely at about last quotations, HH Scar- 
let being still saleable at ‘ls. 7.50 to 7,60, and Assorted at 
Tls. 7.20 to 7.30 per piece. Dark Blue remain unsaleable; the nominal 
quotation is Tls. 6.80 tu 7. Lastings, there is little alteration; a few 
small lots have been disposed of at rather firmer prices, Spanish stripes 
and other woollen goods are still neglected, and quotations may be con- 
sidered nominal. Figured Orleans and crapes of good assortments and 
designs have been taken to a fair extent, and are still well inquired after, 
but at a decline of 8 to 4 mace per piece on last quotations. Plain 
Orleans are in no request, crape figures supplying their place. Metals— 
Lead, little business has transpired, and the value may be given as last 
quoted. Quicksilver, there was some demand early in the fortnight, and 
150 flasks were placed at 54 tls. per picul, which is the present quotation. 
In tin and nail rod iron there is no change to notice, and no sales have 
been reported. 

YOKOHAMA, 

A fair business has been transacted in imports. The market, however, 
has hardly improved to the extent that was anticipated, the fear of large 
importations from China, no doubt, has exercised a prejudicial effect upon 
the market. Grey Shirtings, eagle chop 8.4 have been sold during the 
fortnight at $4.30, but the‘closing price ia slightly weaker. White Shirtings 
66 to 72, reeds are more inquired for, and there is some small demand for 
White Spots and Brocades. Turkey Red Shirtings and Black Velvets 
have been in active demand, and present rates show a considerable im- 
provement. Dyed Brocades and Spots are saleable at quoted rates. 
Chintzes are in no inquiry. Camlets are more easily saleable at rather 
better prices, although the rise in this staple has been leas than was gene- 
rally anticipated. Black are in most demand, and sales are made at $25 
to $°5.50. Yarn has improved, 16 to 24s being the quality at present 
most wanted. Metals continue dull, and the demand for Lead appears to 
have fallen off. 

NINGPO. 

Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., import 2,900 pieces, 1,000 being in foreign 
hands. The import of metals is confined to Nail Rod and Bar Iron. The 
former is in small stock, and better inquiry. Sales at $3.75 per picul. The 
quotations are: Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., $3.70 to $3.87 per piece; Metals, 
Lead, $6.70 to $6.80 per picul; Tin, Malacca, $26 per picul; Tin, Canton,

$3,60 to $5.80 per picul ; Tin Plates, $5.60 to $5.70 per box.

THE YOKOHAMA FIRE. 

THE details brought by the last two mails of the calamity of 
the 26th November have naturally excited no little sympathy in 
the mercantile world of London ; accompanied, as usual in such 
cases, with much speculation as to how so heavy a misfortune 
might have been foreseen and prevented. By the time this 
reaches our readers in Japan the “ great fire of 1866” will aJ- 
ready have become a thing of the past, and all idle regrets over 
the devastations it committed will have given way to energetic 
measures for repairing them ; so that any moralisings on the 
evil of a“ Gankiro” in close contiguity to the foreign settle- 
ment, or on the absurdity of interspersing mere lath-and-paper 
shanties among the so-called “ fire-proof godowns,” would alike 
be useless and out of season. But in the record of the fire and 
its results as published in the local papers, there is one an- 
nouncement that we cannot allow to pass without a word of 
comment. It comprises the resolutions passed at a meeting of 
the agents of the several fire insurance companies, which were 
three in number, and worded as follows :—1st. “ That a qualified 
surveyor be appointed to act for all the offices, and that all ap- 
plications for risks be referred to him ;” (2nd), “ That the rates 
be raised all round 50 per cent.;”’ and (3rd), ‘‘ That in future we 
refuse to consider as first-class risks any building when in the 
same compound there are uninsurable buildings, and that we 
look on wooden palings surrounding a compound as highly ob- 
jectionable and as necessary to ke considered in the risk.” 

With the first of these no one can cavil, for a competent sur- 
veyor is clearly as appropriate an adjunct to a fire insurance as to 
& marine insurance company ; and the last may be dismissed in 
a few words as simply childish. If acted on, it would classify 
as “first-class” any well-constructed building standing in a 
separate enclosure, even though built in on all sides by wooden 
huts, and separated from them only by a low wall. Such an 
idea could only have been conceived in a moment of dire panic, 
for five minutes’ calm consideration would surely have shown 
that the extent of danger to any insurable building from the 
proximity ofa wooden sbed or such like inflammable structure 
cap be regulated only by the actual distance between the two. 
But it is the second resolution that will give rise to the most 
startling differences of opinion. The Japan 71mes unhesitatingly 
condemns it as unjust, suicidal, and opposed to all the funda- 
mental principles of insurance ; inasmuch as the rates of pre- 
mium were originally fixed very high, on account of the known 
hazardous nature of the risks, and if every unexpected claim 
is to be followed by a further advance, the rates must soon 
become prohibitory. In this not unreasonable view the. Z'imes 
is doubtless supported by the bulk of the insurers ; what, 


Wthen, will the latter say when they hear that the head offices | 


in London have sent instructions to their agents to raise the 
rates, not fifty, but a hundred per cent.? Yet such ,instruc- 
tions are now on the way, the chief reasons given for this 
course being the fact of the native town having by degrees 
crept close up to the foreign settlement, and the absence of any 
properly organised fire-brigade. These will appear at the first 
glance quite insufficient ; the first perhaps utterly worthless, for 
the site of the “ Yoshiwarra,” that standing menace to the 
settlement ever since its foundation, is to be removed, and the 
plau for rebuilding the part destroyed interposes a wide open 
space between the native and foreign towns, so that the risk of 
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fire in the latter will in future be less than at any former time. 
The want of an efficient fire-brigade of course indicates extra 
risk—but this was doubtless taken into consideration in the 
beginning, for the lowest premium charged on a first-class risk 
in Japan was one per cent. while in London and elsewhere 
three quarters per cent. is the outside charge for“ extra hazard- 
ous” ‘risks. Viewed in,this light [the position taken up by the 
London companies would scem quite untenable, and certain, 
should it be persisted in, to result in their being permanently 
driven out of the field by the “China Fire” and other local 
companies. We are, however, assured that the London managers 
were in point of fact wholly unaware of the real nature of the 
risks they had accepted, having been kept in total ignorance 
of the close proximity of the native town to the buildings they 
had insured, and also of the existence of native-built houses, 
&c., in the midst of the foreign settlement. As soon as these 
causes of danger are permanently removed, it is intended to 
revert to the original scale. 

As a rule, insurance offices should be able to base their scale 
of premiums upon such data as would enable them to look upon 
occasional heavy losses not as remote and improbable con- 
tingencies, but as matters of course, inseparable from their 
position ; otherwise, why should people insure at all? Besides, 
such losses, however disastrous they may appear at the moment, 
ought to be certain sources of ultimate profit, inasmuch as every 
fire induces numbers of persons to insure who, from either 
carelessness or over-confidence, had neglected to do so; thus 
permanently extending the business uf the companies. In Yoko-~- 
hama this rule will certainly apply, for we may be sure that no 
merchant or shipper will in future suffer his goods to lie there 
unprotected so long as it is possible to insure them at anything 
like areasonabie ouflay. It must be remembered too thatthe great 
bulk of the merchandise stored in the godowns there is by no 
means of a hazardous nature, consisting as it does of piece-goods, 
metals, tea, and silk, which are very different from the tar, 
spirits, inflammable oils and other combustibles stored in such 
large quantities in Loudon warehouses. The internal elements 
of danger being so very small, and tho external ones being re- 
moved by the remodelling of the scttlement and its entire

We are glad to be able to state that satisfactory arrange- 
ments have been made for the funds of the Union Insurance 
Society, and that no anxiety need exist either on the part of 
shareholders or insurers. 

We regret to announce that the drafts of Messrs. Lyall, 
Still, and Co., Hong Kong (for about £20,000), held by 
the Comptoir d’Escompte, have been refused by Messrs. 
Chalmers, Guthrie, and Co. Advices have been subsequently 
received stating that the difficulties had been arranged, but 
we understand that in consequence of the arrangements not 
duly protecting the interests of creditors in England, the firm 
must suspend. 

In reference to the notice of the affairs of Messrs. Small and 
Co. in our issue of the 26th January, wo have reccived the 
following lettcr from their solicitors, Messrs. Upton, Johnson 
and Upton :— 

“ Sir,— We are instructed by Messrs. Small and Co. to express their 
surprise at the paragraph in your impression of the 26th ult. in regard to 
their suspension, which has recently been brought to their notice; and we 
are directed to state that if you had taken the trouble to make further 
inquiry, you would have found that there was no foundation for any such 
complaint against them, and that their affairs became involved solely ®y 
the failure of uther parties to provide for engagements entered into on 
their behalf. We beg to add that the liabilities are something over 
£410,000 and that the deficiency is estimated to amount to £50,000. — 
Weare, Sir, your obedient servants, Upton, Jonnson & Urton.” 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place on the 
6th. The proportions allotted were—to Calcutta, £177,570 ; 
to Madras, £29,640 ; and to Bombay, £150,000. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 102d. on all the Presidexcies. 
Tenders at 1s. 103d. on Calcutta and Madras will receive in full, 
and on Bombay about 51 per cent. All tenders above price that 
will receive in full. These results show a slight increase in 
the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The dividend of the Comptoir d’Escompte for the first half of 
the’year 1866-7, has been fixed at 32f. per share, and is to be 
paid from Feb. 1. 

The subjoined letter refers to the proposed resuscitation of 
the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the East :— 

(TO THE EDITOR OF THE DAILY NEWS). 

Sir,—In the notice of dividend on the above concern, which appeared 
n your columns some days back, I observed that you alluded to a con- 
templated resuscitation. It is to be hoped that in the interest of the 
shareholders this may be found feasible, and carried out. By allowing 
the assets to be realised at the present unduly depreciated values, and pay- 
ing the unavoidably heavy liquidation charges, the shareholders are, to 
speak forcibly, ‘‘ cutting their own throats;” while, looking at the fine 
Opening at present existing in the East for more banks, coupled with the 
fact that the connections of the “* Commercial ” are of twenty years’ stand- 
ing, it seems a suicidal policy to allow the liquidation to be completed 
without an effort either to carry on the old concern, by a call, or to start 
a new bank on the basis of taking over the assets at a valuation to be 
agreed upon with the official liquidator, who, 1 am informed, is quite 
ready to entertain aoy fair proposal.—I am, &e., 

ONE OF THE SUFFERERS BY THE SUSPENSION. 

According to a circular addressed to the shareholders of the 
Sciude, Punjab, and Delhi Banking Corporation, it appears the 
liquidators have done all in their power to set free for distri- 
bution the sum of £200,000 and upwards which they still hold 
invested in Government securities, the proceeds of the liquida- 
tion to the present date. From the fact of two directors of 
the National Bank of India (Limited), resident here, having 
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executed the agreement brought about by the efforts of the 
liquidators, and which has received the sanction of the Court 
of Chancery, there sceuis no reason to doubt that the ne 
confirmation of the Board of the National Bank of India will be 
given, and, as it has been asked for by telegram, it may be 
shortly expected to arrive. 

A circular has been issued by Mr. F. M. Page containing g 
comparative statement of the amount of bullion (gold and 
silver) and specie, exported from the United Kingdom during 
the past seven years, viz. from 1560 to 1866 inclusive. The 
export to China, Shanghai, Hong Kong, Amoy, Foochew, 
Swatow, and Japan was, during 1366, £757,078; in 18665, 
£1,034,3582 ; in 1864, £2,199,156 ; in 1863, £3,076,364; in 
1862, £2,830,477; in 1861, £1,222,151; and in 1860, 
£4,902,611. To Singapore, Penang, Batavia, and Saigon—the 
amount was, in 1866, £247,400; in 1865, £626,800 ; in 
1864, £965,780 ; in 1863, £796,501 ; in 1862, £786,412, 
in 1861, £127,073 ; and in 1860, £415,1U6. The total value 
of the export to all parts was, in 1866, £10,032,626 ; in 1865, 
£13,933,183 ; in 1864, £24,318,189 ; in 1863, £21,455,844 . 
in 1862, £18,168,303 ; in 186), £10,141,149 ; and in 1860, 
£13,500,372. Of the amount for 1866 there was shipped per 
the P. and O. stcamers from Southampton, £2,853,153 ; from 
Marseilles, £3,458,944; from Gibraltar, Malta, and Suez, 
£340,585, and per the Messagerics Imperiales steamers from 
Marseilles, £3,362,935 ; from Messina and Suez, £17,009, 
It will be seen that the shipments during 1866 fell short of 
those made during 1865 by three millions and three quarters 
sterling, the shipments to Chiua having decreased by half a 
million. 

The banking house of Pollet, at Lille, which was of consid erable 
Importance, has suspended payment. ‘The liabilities are 
estimated at about 15,000,000f. (£600,000); assets, it is 
feared, not large. Paris suffers, it is said, to the amount of 
3,000,000Ff.; the rest of the loss falls chiefly on Lille and 
Roubaix, where it will be severely felt. M. Pollet died very 
suddenly in the night of Saturday, and it was after his death 
that the suspension took place. 

The report of the Telegraph to India Company (Limited), to be pre- 
sented on the 15:h, recommends a dividend for the past half-year at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum, which has been earned by the lease of the 
land line in Egypt. The directors have agreed to continue the lease 
(whieh expired on the 31st of December last) on the terms of the original 
contract, only from month to month, as_ they anticipate the early and suc- 
cessful termination of the negotiations which have been for some time in 
progress for carrying out the complete and comprehensive system of tele- 
graphic communication by the Red Sea, as recommended by the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, between this country and India by the 
combination of all interests. 

A meeting has been held at Boston to endeavour to establish a new 
American line of steamers to Liverpool, the directors of some of the New 
England railways being among its promoters. The project at present is 
to purchase the eleven steamers originally intended for the line between 
New York and San Francisco, by way of the Isthmus, and form with 
these a new service, the trip to be made semi-weekly. 

At the meeting of the British and Irish Magnetic Telegraph Company 
at Liverpool, a dividend was declared at the rate of 6 per cent. per an- 
num, leaving £7,025, by which the reserve fund is raised to £17.678. 

The prospectus has been issued of the British and American Telegraph 
Company (Limited). This company proposes to adopt a new route across 
the Atlantic, namely from Falmouth to Halifax, by way of the Azores. 
The company has secured the exclusive right of using Mr. Allan's newly 
invented cable, which being lighter than the former Atlantic cable (one 
fourth the weight only), can be laid with far less difficulty and expense, 
besides effecting a saving of about one-third in cost of construction.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

TreA.—Our market during the past fortnight has been less active, the 
trade having bought to a fair extent, are now waiting do see the effect of 
the numerous arrivals on prices before adding to their stocks. Importers 
generally show great firmness, and there is little alteration since last mail. 
The deliveries for January show a large increase over last year, being 
11,500,000 Ibs., against 9,000,000 Ibs., whilst the quantity afloat is 
32,737,240 lbs., against 47,717,900 lbs., showing much in favour of this 
year. The stock in the United Kingtlom on the 31st ultimo was esti- 
mated at 88,000,000 Ibs., against 83,000,000 lbs. last year, and the 
quantity afloat at 382,737,000, against 47,717,900 Ibe. The only 
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public sale of China Ten took place on the Sth instant, when 
16,893 packages were offered, and 11,100 packages were sold, the whole 
being without reserve. Congous.—''eas free from dust, under 1s. per Ib., 
are very scarce, and command full prices. Good common may now be 
quoted 1s. 04d. per lb., with a small supply on offer. New season’s have 
been sold from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 5d.; good, 1s. 6d. to 1s. 11d.; fine, 28. to 
2s. 4d. perlb. Pak Lings show no change. Common to fair black- 
leaf Congous, of old import, remain steady at 1s. to 1s. 1d. per Ib. 
Fair to good, of which the arrivals have mainly consisted, have sold rather 
easier. Fine have been firm from 1s. 11d. to 2s. 1d., and a few finest 
have been sold from 2s. 2d. to 2s. 4d. per lb. In new-make Canton kinds 
there bas been no change, boxes being still in fair request. Oolongs have 
been firmly supported. Souchongs show no change. In Flowery Pekoes 
there has been little or no business. Common to fair Scented Capers have 
been readily saleable at from 1s, to 1s. 4d. per lb, Foo Chow kinds 
are rather wanted. Scented Orange Pekoes, common to fair Canton- 
make are very difficult of sale at 1s. to 1s. 3d. per 1b.; good, from 
le. 5d. to 1s. 7d.; fine are rather more saleable from 1s. 10d. to 
2s. per Ib. Foo Chow kinds have been saleable at from 1s. 6d. to 
1s. 10d. for fair to good kinds. Green: Though the arrivals, especially 
of Ping Suey kinds, have been very heavy, prices have ruled wonderfully 
steady. During the last few days there has been more inquiry for export, 
and various parcels of Young Hiyson have been taken for the Canada 
market at $d. to 1d. per Ib, advance. The new Moyunes to hand (so falr 
in moderate supply), have sold quickly at satisfactory prices. ‘The bulk 
of the cargo of the Margaret Campbell, from Nagasaki, has been dis- 
posed of at good prices, several large parcels of common to good Twan. 
kays selling at 7d. to 10d. per Ib., and uncoloured leaf at 13. 3d. to 1s. 6d. 
per Ib. A few sales of uncoloured Japans of good quality are reported at 1s. 5d. 
to 1s. 8d. The total export from China and Japan is 100,000,000 lbs. to 31s. 
Dec., against 102,000,000 Ibs. in 1865, and 15,000,000 lbs. more may be 
expected to the end of the season, making a total of 115,000,000 lbs., 
against 115,000,000lbs. in the previous year. The struggle between the 
buyers and importers has been equally maintained, and considering the 
late increase to our stocks, the importers have maintained their position 
better than could be expected. Should the export fall below 115 
millions it will, of course, improve their position, but taking all points in 
their favour as compared with the determination of buyers, we cannot 
hope for an advance beyond 1d. or 2d., and these rates still leave a heavy 
loss on many invoices. The sooner the end of this disastrous season is 
reached the better for all parties, for we can hardly expect the rashness 
which has characterised the purchases in China in 1866 to be repeated in 
1867. The native teamen in China must prepare for very different offers, 
and unless their Tea is brought down to the shipping ports in better con- 
dition they may expect a severe lesson. With the present stocks we can 
very well wait, and the best means of restoring a healthy condition is to 
reduce our enormous stock. If the next season’s Tea is held back until 
the end of June it will arrive here quite as soon as wanted, and good Kai- 
sow should be laid down at not over 1s. 8d. The arrivals have been large 
including no lexs than 25 vessels in January, with cargoes aggregating 
23,000,000 Ibs. The cargoes afloat up to the mail’s advices are now re- 
duced to the following :— . 

SiLK.—We have a very quict heavy market in Silk—a state of things 
which has existed with very slight modification from the commencement 
of the year. The deliveries are fully on the parity with preceding months, 
but the arrivals are large. This was expected, and was the apparent cause 
of the check at the close of the year; but trade is still far from good, and 
our high range of prices effectually prevents any possible protit, so that 
with the slightest hope of easier prices all hold aloof and limit their pur- 
chases to the smallest possible extent. Japan Silk, unless very good and 
fine, and free from the mixture so much complained of, seems to be losing 
favour, hence some few sales have been made at considerably easier rates. 
In Cantons the position remains unchanged. The deliverics frem Jan. 1 
to Feb. 8 inclusive were, China, 3,398; Japan, 661 bales.

Another breach of official courtesy and etiquette has ‘been 
committed by the French Consul at Siam, M. Aubaret. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Bangkok Recorder it appears that 
M. Aubaret selected the occasion of the King meeting his 
Court and people on the parade ground in front of the 
palace to demand the dismissal of his Majesty’s Prime 


Minister, and the report goes to the extent of stating that |. 


M. Aubaret proposed to nominate the successor. Of course his 
Majesty replied to this cool proposal in fitting terms of 
indignation at the insult so publicly and deliberately offered, 
and ordered the French Consul to withdraw, refusing, together 
with his family, to bid him farewell. Great surprise and panic 
was created among his Majesty’s nobles, attendants, and people. 
The Bangkok Recorder sums up its account of this event in the 
following words :—‘“ The inquiry is of course in every man’s 
mouth—Is it possible that the Emperor of the French has in 
any way emboldened his Consul to take the steps he has ? And 
will he sustain him in what he has now done? We are not 
able as yet to bring our minds to an affirmative view of these 
queries. We fondly and confidently hope that M. Aubaret will 
soon learn that the Emperor and his Ministers have quite too 
much sense of propriety and justice to allow him to proceed 
further in such outrages.”

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sideration of fresh reforms. The introduction of this new 
system promises to be both more expeditious and more com- 
plete than could have at first beeu contemplated. 

The new year was ushered in with various sports including 
a regatta and a fine display of fireworks. The amusements 
were enhanced by the performances of Madame Anna Bishop. 
The commercial depression of 1866 has been felt much, and 
all residents are glad to see the end of it, hoping for a more 
profitable one in 1867. 

The inquiry into the loss of the British barque Sea Bird, 
fully acquitted the captain of all blame, as the vessel was in a 
leaky condition when she left Sarawak. 

An inquiry was held in the Marine Magistrate’s office re- 
specting the loss of the Britishbarque‘ Bolina in Balabec Straits, 
which resulted in cancelling the captain’s certificate, 

The Erin barratry case (says the Free Press) is assuming 
larger dimensions than was originally contemplated. The Chow 
Phya brought down about twenty witnesses from Bangkok for 
the prosecution. We are also informed that Mr. Scott, of the 
firm of Scott and Co., Bangkok, has been arrested on a charge 
of complicity in the offence, and sent down for trial here in a 
sailing vessel. Messrs. Scott and Co. were the holders of in- 
surance policies on a large portion of the cargo of the Erin. It 
has now become, a case of considerable importance, and the in- 
surance offices, on whose behalf the prosecution is chiefly insti- 
tuted, have taken a somewhat bold course, which, of course, if 
they be justified in it, is highly to their credit. 

An Arab merchant absconded from this port on Saturday 
last, by the P. and O. steamer Ellora, to Bombay, leaving 
liabilities to the amount of $250,000.
